DETAILED ACTION 
The 12/11/03 non-final rejection is witiidrawn. 7/i/s action is a 
supplementary action. The preliminary amendment has been entered. The 
substitute specification, abstract and the drawing corrections have been 
approved. The original claims 1 and 2 have been cancelled and new claims 3-5 
have been entered. The preliminary amendment made reference to claims 3-6 as 
being new claims, however, there were only 3-5 new claims. The preliminary 
amendment was corrected. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-5 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose or suggest to teach a logic decision gate controlling said converter 
module independent of an output signal on the output of said decision gate.
